(1) incoming. > Siipments of ammunition have not been confirmed by renorts on 
ee movenerts. The report for the first time mentions Cispatch stations in 
the (45.5.2. where ammunition lactories nay be located. It confirms the 
assunption that the ammunition at the depot in Hohenleipisch is being vrepared 
for firing, as is also indicated by the ar-ival of shell cases and explosives. 
Morecver, every Cerman ammunition depot was provided with a filling station. 
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The deta on calibets are probably incorrect. It must read 152-mm instead of 
1L5l-mr. Ne comment can be made regarding the 105-mm shells. The Soviets had 
a JO7-iwa artillery riece during “World War II, but the Soviet rm ts in the 


Soviei. Zoue of Cermany are not equirped with such cuns. It is osther doubtful 
that emmuaition Sor captured Cerman puns, i.@.,y the 105mm lioa: field 
howiteer, should have been delivered to the depot.
